LT _HOW AND WHY THIS SEQUENCE WAS SELECTED 


Under the direction of Dr. L. J. O'Rourke more than 40,000 
teachers and 1,500,000 elementary school children over a period of ten 
years participated in a nation-wide study of the difficulty and util- 
ity of all phases of English Usage. The sequence which is provided 
for your use in this bulletin is the resuit of the work of these veople 
over a period of the past ten years.
